2 Robbers have been breaking im to 
the Fox Farm situated one mile west 
of Gleichen, belonging to Mr. Frank 
Pobst. They have succeeded in 
stealing five of the best foxes on the 
ranch, The pens were broken jnto 
during a night of rain, with snow folf- 
lowing completely covering wp the 
tracks of the thieves. The foxes 
were pelted right on the premises. 
They were five medium silver furs of 
extra high quality and were particul- 
arly highly prized by the owner for 
breeding purposes. One fox was a 
“bob-tail”, another one had an extra 
fine tip on the tail and the three others 
would be rather hard to identify ex- 
cept for the marks on the right ears. 
Three of the foxes were marked “E.W. 
W.” and the other two “H.D.Z.” All 
the carcasses were foufnd on the farm 
and showed signs of amateur work in 
pelting, or at least seem to have been 
pelted by someone accustomed to pelt- 
ing cheaper furs, as generally speak- 
ing a‘very poor job of pelting was 
done particularly around the head. 
No doubt the furs will be stretched out 
of proportion.

NEWS FRFOM THE STARS if it were possible for a being on that 


particular star to look through a 
telescope powerful enough to see the 
details of what is going on on earth. 
he would not see what is taking 
Place today, but would witness the 
happenings of 535 years ago — or 
about 100 years before the discovery 
of America, 

By a similar calculation, if a radiq 
program were broadcast tonight 
from the star, called Nova Pictoris, 
with sufficient power to reach the 
earth, our radio sets might pick it 
up in the year 2464, but not sooner. 

But Nova Pictoris is a relatively 
near neighbor, as celestial distances 
‘so, Our present telescopes bring 
into view obects from which it would 
take a ray of light thousands of year? 
to reach the earth, And what is 
heyond? It almost makes one’s head 
“wim to think about it. Perhaps that 
‘s why the average person seldom 
thinks about such things. 


Investigations by Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, noted Harvard astronomer, 
following the flare-up of a new star 
in May, 1925, lead him to believe 
that, the phenomenon was caused by 
the collison of two stars, an 
tremely rare occurance, 

But the collison which caused the 
appearance in 1925 really happened in 
the year 1890, according to Dr 
Shapley, whose measurement of the 
distance of the star from the earth 
indicates that it is so far away that 
it would take a ray of light 535 
years to come to us, although its 
speed is about 186,000 miles a sec- 
ond, 

Such things give much food for 
reflection, although the figures in. 
volved can not be even faintly com. 
peeheaded by the human mind. Bu:

A good many of them are com- 
pla'ning that they are now without 
food and without lodging, and are 
wondering how they are going to live 
until they get work, or until the 
Ontario and Dominion governments 
dec'de to deport them. 

These men were brought to Canada 
by the St. George Society of Ottawa,

Build Cottages For Britishers 


Canadian National Rallways Has Plan 
To Help New Settlers j 

The problem of horysing Britis im- 
migrant families come to Canada to 
settle on the land is being met, to 
some extent at least, by the offer of 
the Canadian National Railways to 
build cottages for the Br'tishers at 


various points on the prairies so that | 


the new arrivals may secure a home 
at a nominal rent of three dollars a 
month, This offer has been approved 
by the Overseas Settlement Board of 
the British Government. 

British people, forming the bulk of 
the immigrant tide into Canada, often 
suffer because they are unprepared to 
cope with the conditions in the farm- 
ing districts of the Dominion, which 
are so different from those prevailing 
in the Old Country. On the other 
hand, immigrants from Europe, espe- 
cially the northern parts of Europe, 
are accustomed, even before they em- 
bark for the voyage overseas, to the 
solitude and rigours of a life where 
settlement has left much of the coun- 
tryside untouched, 4 

The cottages to be built by the 
Canadian National in the three prai- 
rie provinces will stand on a fenced 
plot of land averaging from one half 
to one acre in extent. They will be 
served by good roads and as near as 
possible to the local market place and 
school. They will be furnished with 
stoves and simple furniture. 

It is understood that the families 
will occupy the cottages only during 
their first year in Canada, while they 
are obtaining prel’minary experience 
in farming conditions,

British West Indies Fruits 


Fifteen Thousand Crates Of Oranges 
From Dominica To Come Next 
Year 

“We expect to ship from ten to 
fifteen thousand crates of Dominica 
oranges into the Maritime and Mon- 
treal markets next year," declared 
Captain A. D. Robertson, of Dom- 
inica, B.W.1., who &rrived at Saint 
John on the R.M.S, Lady Nelson, of 
the Canad'an National Steamships, 
from the West Indies. 

Captain Robertson, who took up the 
cultivation of oranges and grapefruit 
at Dominica as a hobby after the war, 
stated that there were excellent pos- 
sibilities for the cultivat’on of citrus 
fruit on the Island of Dominica, and 
he said that at the Manchester Ex- 
hibition, the Dominica oranges and 
grapefruit captured first place over 
the Cal‘fornia product. Eighty per 
cent, of his product consists of Wash- 
ington navels, all grafted on sour 
orange stock. A unique feature of the 
Dominica citrus fruit industry was 
that on his estate he discovered sev- 
eral trees of Valenc'as, which had no 


seeds, He. visualized great possibill- | 


ties for the industry, which, in his 
opinion should result in Canadians ob- 
tain'ng their oranges and grapefruit 
at a lower price. 

The backwardness of the develop- 
ment of the citrus fruit industry in 
Dominica, Captain Robertson stated, 
was due to the lack of adequate 
steamship services, but with the ad- 
vent of the Canadian National Steam- 
ships, the industry was enabled to de- 
velop. He has ‘assoc'ated with him in 
his enterprise, Mr. J. E. Knowlton, 
who accompanied him on his trip. The 
climate of Dominica, Captain Robert- 
son declared, was delightful, with an 
average temperature of 75 degrees. 

Captain Robertson was associated 
with the Gordons during the war, 
serving on the Bulgarian and Western 
Fronts.

Specimens Discovered In Australia

Defends Privy Council 


| Tribunal Should Be Valuable To 
Canada Says Lord Hailsham 


The Privy Council as a tribunal 
of the best legal talents in the Em- 
pire, with its members drawn from 
different parts of the Empire, re- 
mote from local influence, was pic- 
tured to the Canadian Club at Van- 
couver, in an address by Lord 
Hailsham, British Lord Chancellor in 
the late Baldwin government, and 
{head of the British Government to 
jthe Institute of Pacific Relations 
Conference, at Kyoto, Japan. 

“The right of appeal to the Privy 
Council,” Lord Hailsham said, 
“arises historically by virtue of the 
fact that any subject may petition 
His Majesty when he believes a 
wrong has been done. When an ap- 
peal comes from any Dominion 
overseas, it is referred to a commit- 
tee of the Privy Council, in order 
that it may advise His Majesty 
whether a grievance exists, 

“That tribunal,” the speaker said, 
“is not merely one of English judges. 
I have run into cases before the 
council where there was not an 
English judge sitting. Commonly 
judges from’ England, Scotland, 
South Africa and Australia sit on 
the tribunal and every summer a 
member of your own Canadian 
Supreme Court, Mr. Justice Duff, or 
sometimes the Chief Justice, sits on 
the council, 

“The Privy Council is a tribunal 
of the best legal talent in the Em- 


pire to sit on exceptional cases to 
advise His Majesty if a mistake has 
been made, and from the very fact 
that members are drawn from dit- 
ferent parts of the Empire, remote 
from local influence, they are able 
to take a more detached view than 
In Canada I 
should have thought it was valuable 
to have such a tribunal to which 
the people can appeal with con- 
fidence, knowing that only impar- 
tial views will be obtained,

: X-Ray In New Role 


Aid To Manufacturing 
Notably In Aviation 
The X-ray, an instrument of phy- 
sicians and surgeons, has become a 
tool of the foundry room, and its 
benefits to the metal industry have 
been of considerable aid to manufac- 
turing, notably in aviation, accord- 
ing to the statements of W. L. Fink, 
metallurgist, before the National 
Metals Congress at Cleveland. 

The shadowgraphs of the X-ray 
show shrinkage, blow holes, pin hole 
porosity and other imperfections in 
castings which never would be dis- 
covered by other means of examina- 
tion,, he asserted. As a consequence, 
the metal frames of airplanes can 
be thoroughly tested before con- 
struction of the plane is completed, 
a safety device that would be avail- 
able in no other way.

Canada’s Road Mileage 


Construction and Good 
Roads Program Receiving 
Much Attention 
Partly to accommodate the rapid- 
ly increasing tide of tourist traffic, 
much of which travels by automo- 
bile, the construction of highways 
and good roads throughout Canada 
continues to advance. In the past 
three years the mileage of surfaced 
roads in the Dominion has been in- 
creased from 47,411 miles to 64,121 
miles. Including improved and unim- 
proved earth roads, the total mileage 
of highways open for traffic in all 


last year, 881,977, or a mileage that 
would girdle the earth over 15 times. 

Last year 8,610 miles of highways 
were constructed of which 2,454 
miles were earth, and 6,156 surfaced. 
The total expenditure on construc- 


sum of $18,963,381 was spent on 
maintenance, The year's work in- 
cluded 541 miles of permanent sur- 
faced highways in bituminous ma- 
cadam, bituminous concrete and ce- 
ment concrete construction. Water- 
bound macadam totalled 417 miles 
and gravelled highways 5,198 miles, 

There were 1,076,819 motor 
vehicles registered in Canada in 
1927, which was increase of 131,147 
over the previous year. Passenger 
automobiles registered amounted to 
921,395, an increase of 100,028 over 
1927. On a per capita basis, there 
was one passenger automobile per 
10.5 persons in Canada, and one mo- 
tor vehicle including trucks, motor 
cycles, buses, etc., per 9.0 persons, 
Only three countries had greater 
densities than Canada, the United 
States, with 5.1, Hawaiian Islands, 
7.9, and New Zealand, 8.0 persons 
per motor vehicle, 


Beacon For Night Flying Is Tested 


Will Flash Automatically For Six 
Months Without Attention Is 
Claim 
A wind-driven air mail beacon, de- 
signed to flash automatically every 
night for six months without atten- 
tion, has received its first test at 

Washington, 

The beacon has been packed on an 
80-foot tower a few miles below 
Washington, on the New York-At- 
lantia air mail line. The beacon con- 
sists’ of three lenses and three 
lamps, a flashing mechanism, a stor- 
age battery, a generator and a wind- 
mill, 

When charged the battery will run 
the beacon for two weeks without a 
breath of air blowing to turn the 
windmill and run the generator. The 
experimental beacon was set up 
there because it is a light-wind re- 
gion. If it operates successfully for 
several months, it will operate any- 
where.

The present plan is to 
take the census beginning on June 1, 
1931, and all the questionnaires to 
be used must be adopted by the gov- 
ernor-in- council.

ganization required, the initial plans 
are well under way, 

The question of whether people 

should be classed Canadians or 
according to the nations from which 
their ancestors came, will not likely 
prove so troublesome in the case of 
the census as It frequently has with 
other Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernment surveys, The name of every 
man, woman, boy and girl in Can- 
ada will. be taken down. They will 
likely be listed as Canadians, British 
subjects, those who are not Cana- 
dians, and allies, Canadians will 
include all those born in Canada, 
all other British subjects who have 
lived in Canada long enough to 
acquire a domicile here, all persons 
naturalized and their children. 
In addition to the census of the 
humans, the census of the horses 
and the cows and the sheep and the 
hen will be taken in an agricul- 
tural questionnaire, 


New Cure For Paralysis 


English Doctor Says Induced Malaria 
Has Been Tried Out Successfully 
Induced malaria as a successful 
treatment of paralysis, is revealed 
in a recent report of Surgeon Rear 
Admiral EB, T. Meagher, covering ex- 
periments on a nymber of cases in| 
English and Welsh hospitals, 
“The treatment of general para- 
lysis,” his report states, “by inducéd 
malaria, offers more promise of suc- 
cess than any other form of treat- 
ment that has been given extended 
trial.” 
The treatment, which includes 
either artificial malaria inoculation 
or exposure to malarially infected 
mosquitoes, has been found, says Dr. | 
Meagher, to increase the length of 
life, to render existence more natur- 
al, and to produce improvement in 
the physical condition and the men- 
tal state. } 
“The response in individual cases,’’, 
he states, “varies from a negative 
result to apparent complete recov- 
ery.”

Rolled Oats Mills Complain 
Say Competition From United-States 

Is Affecting Business Here 

Calgary. —- Rolled oats mills in 
Western Canada which invariably at 
this time of year have been running 
24 hours a day, are closed down or 
are operating on part time as a result 
of the flooding of the Canadian mar- 
ket with rolled oats manufactured in 
the United States. M lls in Calgary, 
Moose Jaw, Winnipeg and Saskatoon 
are thus affected. 

It is not a matter of dumping, so 
Canadian millers state; it is a mat- 
ter of competition, Oats are so much 
lower in price in the States that the 
American millers can manufacture 
rolled oats, pay the duty of 60 cents 
per 80-pcund sack, pay the fre'ght 
and handling charges, and then un- 
dersel! the Canadian millers, 

The latter have submitted the mat- 
ter to the federal government at 
Ottawa, but have been informed 
that noth'ng can be done unti} after 
parliament meets.

Sales of wheat over the marketing 
'period under review---1928-29 the 
| report states, have been remarkably 
{regular in view of the extreme ton- 
ditions of the world’s markets which 
|had to be contended with. The carry- 
lover was a result of the super- 
abundance of supplies which could 
not be placed into consumption chan- 
| nels without demoralizing the world 
markets. 

Deliveries to country elevators or 
over platforms in the western in- 
spection division during the year 
ending July 31 last, were 475,711,628 
bushels of wheat, of which 244,248,- 
200 bushels were delivered to the 
Pool, or 51.3 per cent. of the total 
crop. 

Dealing with the export trade the 
report shows that the Canadian pool 
sh'pped to 90 ports in 19 countries, 
a total of 108,140,608 bushels, the 
largest shipment being to the United 
| Kingdom, 34,664,851 bushels. 
| No announcement of the final pay- 
ment has yet been made, the report 
says, in view of the large carry-over 
jon hand from last year. This is the 
first year that there has been such 
a carry-over. The only alternative 
was to have sold the crop at a price 
level that would have made the in- 
‘vestment attractive to the speculator. 
Such an operation would, the report 
states, have an effect on new crop 
price levels which would be disas- 
trous, 

“The year as a whole has been one 
of many perplexities and grave 
}anxieties," says the report. “The 
system upon which pool operations 
are based has, however, withstood 
| every strain placed upon it so far, and 
}has never functioned with more 
efficiency than in the past year of 
surplus supplies,”

Deny Prison Plot Story 


Statement Is Made That Nothing Is 
Wrong With Saskatchewan 
Penitentiary 

Pr'nce Albert, Sask.—‘There is ab- 
solutely nothing wrong at the Sas- 
katchewan penitentiary, nor has there 
been any trouble. We are not attempt- 
ing to hide anything from the public. 
I give you my wod of honor that all 
the many rumors concern'ng the pent- 
tentlary which have been circulated 
have no bas's in fact.” 

This was the emphat'c denial made 
by E. R. Jackson, Ottawa, inspector 
of penitentiaries in answer to a state- 
ment that an attempt to burn down 
the penitentiary had been frustrated 
in the nick of time; that wardens had 
found a pile of oil-soaked rubbish in 
a portion of the build’ng which would 
easily take fire. 

“Since I came here about a week 
ago, I have gone thoroughly into the 
matter. I found absolutely nothing 
|to indicate a jail break was be'ng 
|plotted. There was no attack upon 
| jail guards, as one rumor held. There 
| was nothing, in a word, to arouse any 
suspicion that trouble was brewing 
here,” 

Mr. Jackson hds no conception of 
how the report was circulated. As a 
matter of fact he says the building 
| could not be burned as it is construct- 
|ed of concrete and steel.

Edmonton.—When the checks from 
the Alberta Old Age Pensign Board 
are distributed for the month of No- 
vember, 1,188 persons will be included 
on the permanent roll of pensioners 
and for the four months during 
which the scheme has been in oper- 
ation, nearly $80,000 will have been 
disbursed among the aged in the pro- 
vince. 

At the end of October only 853 
persons were enjoying the benefits 
of the pension scheme but during 
the past month, 335 permanent pen- 


sioners have been added to the 
rapidly increasing number. The 
board officers are dealing with an 


average of 100 applications every 
week and it is be'ng found that the 
tendency is one of steady increase 
rather than abatement.

Six Main Highways In Province 

Regina. —- Saskatchewan's govern- 
ment will spend $5,000,000 to improve 
highways of the prov’nce, according 
to a prediction made by Hon. C, A. 
Stewart, Minister of Highways. 

Through th's expenditure gix main 
trunk highways would be completed 
with all-weather surfacing within a 
few years, according to Mr. Stew- 
art. 

At the same time Hon. J. A. Merk- 
ley, provincial secretary, told of plans 
to make a $5 cut on every motor ve- 
hicle license issued in the province 
during 1930. 

Reduction of motor licenses would 
amount to $600,000, as about 120,000 
motor vehicles are now in use in the 
province. At the same time this fig- 
ure represents an increase of about 
10,000 vehicles over last year's total. - 
The government is, however, figuring 
on an ‘incease in the gasoline tax to 
five cents, This jump from the pres- ! 
ent impost of three cents per gallon 
would mean additional revenue for 
the province of possibly $1,000,000. |

London, England.—The outstanding 
weakness in British marketing opera- 
tions overseas is a detached insular 
attitude and unscientific practice, ac- 
cording to the report of a cammittee 
on the education of salesmen appoint- 
ed by the late Conservative Govern- 
ment. This condition, the committee 
finds, is a relic of the t'me long past 
when Great Brita'’n enjoyed a virtual 
monopoly of the world’s markets for 
manufactured goods. 

While this committee was investi- 
gating the Port of London authori- 
ties instituted its own Investigation. 

The Morning Post in a leading 
editorial calls attention to a letter 
received by the port authority from 
F. MacClure Sclanders, commissioner 


lof the board of trade of St, John, 


N.B. “We do not have énough sa‘l- 
ings to and from here to London.” 
Comnmi‘ssioner Sclanders writes: ‘'Per- 
haps shipping interests in London are 
not fully awakened to the importance, 
the ever growing importance of Can- 
ada’s ocean traffic. 

“So far there has been little per- 
sonal touch between the Old Country 
and Canada, When your manufac- 
turers send representatives they 
rarely send the right type of man to 
impress the right people. If you peo- 
ple want this market you must go 
after it.
